PLANS: A complete set of half-inch scale working plans. (See Foreword.) 

FOUNDATION POSTS: Cedar posts, 6'-0* long. (Credit allowed if masonry posts are furni-f. 
by owner.) 

SILLS: Are of solid 4'x6' spruce, sized, marked, cut, Ready-to- Assemble. 

GIRDERS: Are of solid 4* x 6* spruce, sized, cut, market!, Ready-to-Assemble. 

FLOOR JOISTS: Are of solid 2* x 6* or 2' x 8* spruce, depending on the span. Spaced 2-0* 
center to center, sized, marked, cut, Ready-to-Assemble. 

STUDDING: Is of 2* x 4* spruce, spaced 2'-0 r center to center, for all outside walls and bearing 
partitions. Non-bearing partition frame of 2* x 3" stock. All partitions are 7 '-6}* high, and 
tops line with top of wall plate. All studding is planed four sides, marked, cut, Ready-to- 
Assemble. 

PLATES: Are of two 2* x 4* spruce, for all outside walls. All plates planed four sides, marked, 
cut, Ready-to-Assemble. 

BRACES: Are of 2* x 4* spruce and are furnished for all exterior corners. Braces planed four 
sides, marked, cut, Ready-to-Assemble. 

CORNER POSTS: Are of solid 4* x 4' spruce, planed four sides, marked, cut, Readv-to- Assemble. 

KITCHEN CEILING JOISTS: Are of 2* x 3" or 2" x 4" spruce. Furnished for* ceilings of all 
kitchens, planed four sides, marked, cut, Ready-to-Assemble. 

BATH ROOM CEILING JOISTS: Are of 2" x 3* or 2" x 4" spruce. Furnished for ceilings of 
all bath rooms where shown, planed four sides, marked, cut, Ready-to-Assemble. 

RAFTERS: Are of 2' x 4*, 2* x 5* or 2' x 6* spruce, depending on the span, spaced 2'-0* center 
to center, planed four sides, marked, cut, Ready-to-Assemble. 

COLLAR BEAMS OR TIES: Are of 1* x 6* spruce, planed four sides, marked, cut, Ready-to- 
Assemble. 

SIDING: Is 8* fir novelty siding, clear, knotless, dressed both sides. Siding is furnished for all 
walls, and extends two feet below the finished floor fine. Marked, bundled, cut, Ready-to- 
Assemble. 

ROOF BOARDING: Is of matched and beaded N. C. pine roofers, marked, cut to length, 
bundled, Ready-to-Assemble. 

FLOORS: In all cottages, both first and second floors are of matched fir flooring; 3 \" face, fur- 
nished in random length. Porch floor is square-edged fir flooring, 3i* face, to be laid with 
l" open joint. 

PARTITIONS: Matched and beaded, SI" face, fir sheathing, marked, cut, bundled, Ready-to- 
Assemble. 

BATH ROOM AND KITCHEN CEILINGS: Matched and beaded, 31* face, fir sheathing, 
marked, cut, bundled, Ready-to-Assemble. 

OUTSIDE STEPS: Stringers are of 2* x 10* spruce, notched for proper rise and tread. Stringers 
are furnished sufficiently long to reach a grade 2'-6* below the finished floor fine. 

OUTSIDE FINISH: Corner boards, saddle boards, facias, fillers, etc., are of dressed spruce. 
Porch rails and balusters of fir. Outside step risers of dressed spruce, outside step treads of 
hard pine. 

WINDOWS AND FRAMES: Frames assembled. Sash glazed as shown in illustrations, fitted 
to frame and double hung on patent sash balances. Entire window deliyered on job com- 
pletely assembled, ready to place in rough opening. 

DOORS AJSD DOOR FRAMES: Outside doors, If* pine, glazed as shown in illustrations. Out- 
side door frames with hard pine threshold delivered completely assembled. Inside doors, 
If* thick, four or five panel, 2'-6* x 6'-6*. All inside doors are mortised for locks. 

ROOFING: Is slate surface shingle roll roofing, octagonal pattern. Your choice of two colors, 
red or green. 

ROUGH HARDWARE: Nails, spikes, etc., furnished in proper quantity. 8d and 20d common 
nails for framing and boarding, 6d finish nails for sheathing, 8d finish nails for outside finish, 
5d cut clapboard nails for siding, 8d cut floor nails for flooring. 

FINISHED HARDWARE: Outside door lock sets of solid bronze with three-lever lock; Inside 
lock sets plated; 3£* x W butts for all doors; sash fasteners; coat and hat hooks. AH in dull 
brass or antique copper finish. 

PAINTS: Standard high-grade ready-mixed paint is furnished in sufficient quantity for two coats 
outside. Your choice of any two colors. Linseed oil furnished for thinning first coat. Color 
chart sent on request. 

SCAFFOLDING: Scaffolding consists of boarding, studding and planking sufficient for the erec- 
tion of the cottage. 

WATERPROOF PAPER: One roll of waterproof paper is sent to each job to protect materials 
and floor during process of construction.
